FOW THE LEG SHOULD BI PULLED OFF.

1t shouldn’t be fixed with ita legs sprawl-
ing, and oue arm shools out in one direc-
tion while the other’goss in a contrary
direction. Nobody can make nice work
with a turkey like that Its legs must
be laid flat to its sides and then tied close-
1y together, Next, the cooking is import-
ant. The fowl must be ecoked so that-the
legs will tear off easily. That is n test of
the turkey's tenderness. To begiu with,
ne man wants to stand to carve a fowl
or anything else. His geat should be a
trifie higher than the others, and if he is
short, why a careful hostess will consider
that point. The fowl should lay with his
head zoward the carvaer, The carver does
not Hourish the slender earving kuife as it
it were & weapon of war,

The first move he makes shonld be on
the legs. These should be lifted one at a
time, and with the knife two cuts made
to form a circle about the second joint of
the leg. Cut only through the skin and
then the leg should tear off easily, leav-
ing the meat light and faky at the end.

Winthrop abhd his coun-
cil decided to hold a day of prayer and
aostinence, “so that ye Lorde be propi-
tiated’ and looke upon His servants with
favor, in that they have huombled them-
selves before Him.” Accordingly a erier
was sent about the primitive settlement
of Charlestown, and the colonists were
ench and all invited to take part in the
fast. Thelr sacrifice met with speedy re-
ward.

Scarcely bad the noon hoar of the al-
lotted day arrived when the long-hoped-
for ship made its welcome appearance in
Massachusetts bay, the eargo was landed
and the fast wes succceded by a banguet
of & sort which maost have seemed sump-
tuous Indeed to the exiles so recently
plunged in hunger and bardship. On the
threshold of dreaded winter Winthrop
nnd his followers found what had been
a prospect of fear and peril changed into
one of happiness and hope. Such was
America’s first Thanksgiving, as cele-
brated 269 years ago.

Lxpericoces

“There Is no day,” snid Gen. J. B, At
kinson recently, “that brings up the old
memories as does Thunksgivipg. _lt’ is
the cootrast, I suppose. Thauksgiving
depends for its enjoyment upon')mme sun
roundings, and its very mention suggest
feasting. Now, if there was anything
more sadly lacking in the camps of both
the Union and Confederate srmies thaw
these two items, 1 caun’t guess what il
was. It might easily bave become s
very dreary and homesick day, and &
gnard against that the boys used to gel
up el kinds of schemes to mbke_it past
off pleasantly and seem more like the
days at home. Those who were fortu
nate ‘enough to get boxes from home usy
ally shared the good things with thely
friends, but when we had just been in ac
tion or were on the march it sometimes
happened that no boxes could reach us,
and we were thrown wholly upon om
own reson-ces. BSome of the forms of
diversion that were originated then seerwr
very laughablg as we look back upos
them from this diztanre.

“] remember that on one Thanksgiving
day, when we had -been on the move fo
several days, the mea organized a
Thanksgiviog celebration beginning witk
a fantastic celebration snd ending with
some impromptu tableaux, and the sing:
ing of army songs. Discipline was oxu-
ally relaxed a little on holidays, and the
officers gave permission for the affalr
Considering the unshaven and tattered
condition of the men and the accumula-
tion o? Virginia mud which adorned
them, It was not diticolt to get up & suf-
ficlently grotesque parade by turning
conts inside out and wearing skillets nnd
such other articles of camp furniture ns
could be had. One of the features of the
entertainment that toilowed was a carl
cature of our bill of fare for the preced-
ing two weeks, which was annonnced as
‘coffee and ecrackera for hreakfast, sall
horse for dinner, for supper crackers and
mﬂee't "

But Thanksgiving In the early days of
our history was not confined to the New
England pioneers alone. Just fifteen
years after Winthrop’s proclamation, L e.,
in 1645, Gov. Kleft of the Dutch ecolony,
then known as Nienw Amsterdam, but
now as New York, ordered the observ-
ance of a day of rejoicing and thanks,
“for the rest and peace which God had
been pleased to bestow upon His ser-
vants.,” Thus we see that the feast of
Thanksgiving is not, as generally suppos-
ed, a peculiarly Puritan institution, but
is equally derived from the sfalwart
burghers of Manhattan Island.

The next notable Thanksgiving day In
history fell in 1758, On that date the
British and colonial army, numbering
80,000 men, and fommsnded by Gen.
Forbes, attacked and captured from the
French, nfter a fierce struggle, Fort Du-
guesne, at the junction of the Allegheny

the place was changed to Fort Pitt, and
was the nucleus of the city of Pittsburg,
Thus in a specizl sense the history of the
great capital of the coal and iron indus-
tries is connected with the celebration) of
Thanksgiving day. r

At the time that the British were gon-
quering Fort Duquesne, Whitefleld, ithe
farous Methodist preacher, called uwpon
all his adherents in London to joip a
“gapyics ‘of praise and thanksgiving Yor
the victories of the English arms on land
and sea.” This British Thanksgiving Was,
we are told, widely observed, and awak-
ened intense enthusiasm, not only among
the Methodists, but throughout ‘all ‘the
different sects., Whitefield's idea wes atf-
terward on several occasions revived in
England, For instance, in 1814 the Gov-
ernment proclaimed a general thanksgiv-
ing for the victory of Waterloo. Again,
two years later, in 1810, proclamation
was made of a popular thanksgiving for
the restoration of peace. After the Cri-
mean war & third jubilation of this pa-
ture took place.

But meanwhile, in New England,
what had been begun as an occasigpal
day of pious rejoicing had assumed Tthe
proportions of a fixed natiooal holiday.
In Massachusetts and New Hampshing it
was especinlly popular. There wa¥ at
first great latitude In regard to the day
selected for the feast. Governors pro-
claimed the chosen date arbitrarily, and
no effort was made to keep the anniver

sary of Winthrop's proclamation. Some-
times Thanksgiving occurred In July,
sometimes in midwinter. At length,

GREAT TRAILERS THESE DOGS.

Nick and Pock Who Worked on Union
Pacific Train Fobbery.

Although only four-footed animals,
the work of Nick and Dock in tralling
men has maode them famous west of
the Mississippl. The services of these
velebrated bloodhounds have been re-
quired In scores of well-known cases,
the most prominent being the great Un-
jon Pacific train robbery last winter at
Green River, Wyo.

The two hounds came from famous
stock, owing thelr origin to the great
Winchell kennels of Vermont. They
were purchased by the Lincoln, Neb.,
bioodhound Company when very young
and placed In immediate training for
trailing eriminals. They were used In
scores of minor cases about Nebraska's
capital eity, their work being aston-
ishing, They tralled a party of bur-
glars forty-five miles, but lost them
amid the confusion of the city. Two
escaped prisoners from a Fillmore
County jail were followed forty-five
miles before the trall was broken by
the escape of the men on a rallroad
traln.

When the Unlon Paclific robbery oc-
enrred last winter Nick and Dock were
sent to Green River. They took up the
trall of the traln robbers readily, but
the next day were ineagncltated by a
driving snowstorm. The change proved
too much for them, but the officers
who saw the hounds follow the trail
had no hesitancy In expressing thelr
bellef that the dogs would have been
successful had not the fearful storm
intervened.

The latest experience of the dogs was
in following two Yérk County horse
thieves, The men had “worked” the
vicinity of thelr homes so successfully
that the farmers became incensed and
promises of & lynching were made If
they were caught. One night two fine
horses disappeared. Nick and Dock
were brought from Lincoln. The trall
was fresh and the dogs In good trim.
Over a beautiful country for fifty miles
the hounds sped after their quarry with
a posse of angry farmers at their heels,
About dusk one evening the thieves
were sighted. A chase of several more
miles tesulted in thelr capture. A con-
siction followed quickly and the thieves
were on their way to the State prison
In less than two weeks after the last
theft occurred.
